Said that Lumbermen are Trying 


to Precut the Morris Bill 


From Becoming a Law. 


Dispatches* from Washington re­ 
garding the pending legislation for 
the opening up of the Chippewa 
Indian reservation 
would indicate 
that unless the matter is acted upon 
within a 
week or 
so, 
something 
sensational is promised by the friends 
of the Morris bill. 
One dispatch 
from Washington says: 
“ It is strongly intimated that a 
syndicate of lumbermen 
in 
Minne­ 
apolis and at one or two points out­ 
side the state, is trying to prevent 
the Morris bill from going through 
this session. 
“ The bill deals very liberally with 
the Indians, and would net them 
more than twice as much money for 
th** sale of pine, us they would re­ 
ceive under the original Nelson act. 
“ It provides for competitive bid­ 
ding for the pine at a mini nm rn of not 
le*s 
than $6 
per 
thousand, 
just 
double the minimum under the old 
law. 


“ In addition, the two bills mean 
the future 
salvation of Northern 
Minnesota, 
The large agricultural 
areas in both the Chippewas and Red 
Lake reservations are a drawback to 
the country so long as they remain 
in an undeveloped state. 
But when 
once opened, it means a great influx 
of irnigration, the building up of new 


t o w n s , and increased 
business for 
that entire section. 
“ It is claimed that the Minneapolis 
lumbermen do not want to pay the 
higher price for the pine, and that 
they wish to keep it out of the market 
at this time. 
“ Motley is plenty now, and it 
would Le a splendid investment to 
buy pine on the Chippewa reserva­ 
tion, and let it stand for say three to 
five years. 
“ Millions of dollars were made bv 
Minneapolis lumbermen during the 
administration 
of Secretary Hoke 
Smith. 


“ Substantial 
evidence has been 
filed time and again to show that the 
bulk of pine purchased at that sale 
did not cost the lumbermen more 
than one dollar per thousand feet. 
“ There was no competition and the 
bidders 
went 
into 
combine and 
bought 
the pine at the minimum 
price at an estimate, which after­ 
ward 
turned out to be the most 
fraudulent and rotten affair ever oc­ 
curring on the reservations. 
“ The land department is now hold­ 
ing back patent# to pine lands, sold 
to some of those lumbermen a year 
ago last November, for the reason 
that the officials claim and have re­ 
ported that there was a “ pool' form­ 
ed to keep the price down. 
“ Friends of the Morris and Clapp 
bills are determined to show up the 
real opposition, and the actual influ­ 
ence that are preventing the con­ 
sideration of 
lull# that mean so 
much for Northern Minnesota. ”

Dispatches from Washington re- 
gmrtliog the pending legislation for 
the < peLing up of the Chippewa

sensational is promised by the friends 
of the Morris bill. 
One dispatch 
from Washington saya: 
‘It is strongly intimated that a 
syndicate of lumbermen in Minne­ 
apolis and at one or two point» o u t­ 
side tbe state, is trying to prevent 
the Morris bill from going through 
this session. 
“Tbe bill dea!» very liot-rally with 
tbe Indians, and would net them 
more than, twice as touch money for 
the *a!e of pine, us they would re­ 
ceive under the original Nelson act. 
“ It provides for competitive bid­ 
ding for the pine at a minimum of not 
less

per thousand, just 
double the minimum under the old 
law. 
* In addition, the two bills mean

salvation of Northern 
Minnesota. 
The large agricultural 
area» in both tbe Cbippewas anil Red 
Lake reservations are a drawback to 
the country so long as they remain 
in ao tin developed state.

Once opened, it means a great influx 
of imigration, the building up of new 
towns, and. increased business for 
that entire section. 
“ It is claimed that tbe Misnegpoli.s 
lumbermen do not want to pay tbe 
higher price for the pine, and that 
they wish to keep it out of the market

would t e a splendid investm ent to 
buy pine on the Chippewa reserva­ 
tion, and let it stand for »ay three to 
five years. 
“ Millions of dollar» were made by 
Minneapolis lumbermen during the 
ad m inistril ion. of Secretary Hoke 
Smith.

ward turned out to be the most 
fraudulent and rotten affair ever oc­ 
curring on the reservations. 
'“The land department is now bold­ 
ing back pateots to pine lands, sold 
to some of those lumbermen a year 
•go last November, for the reason 
that the officials claim and have re­ 
ported that there was a*‘pool“ form­ 
ed to keep t he price down. 
**Frieods of the Morris and Clapp 
bills are determined to show up the
